FROM PEACE RIVER. 

Fred Brick of Peace River and P. M. 
Muller of Slave lake arrived from the Land- 
ing on Wednesday to purchase and return 
with supplies. Last winter was very severe 
in Peace river and the snow was deep. The 
cold snap which was felt at Edmonton in 
the last week of January and the first week 

hobruary was even worse there than here. 
in one or two occasions the government 
thermometers registered 74 below zero and 
fw eleven dave the thermometer sel 
m weet above [0 helow, The rest of the 
vier war not particularly cold. Cattle- 
wiered well, bemy stabled; and about 200 
howe wintered out at BH. B. Co's. ranch at 
hyirit river, The chief harm done by the 
cold spell was that a considerable proportion 
ot the potatoes were frozen. The Indians 
dvi wot suffer seriously,as there were plenty 
of rabbite which ensures abundance of food. 
The snow was later in going off than usual,

hut on account of the early and deep snow | 


the ground was not frozen deeply and was 
rewly for plowing as early as usual. Plow- 
ing began at Steftshbury mission on April 
sth. The river opened on May 5th. Kev. 
Mr. Brick, of Staftsbury mission has plant- 
110 bushels of grain and 40 bushels of pota- 
toes this season. A. Mackenzie of the same 
neighborhood has planted 55 bushels of 
wheat, and 7 families of half breeds or In- 
dians settled near the mission have planted 
about six bushels of wheat a piece and ten 
to twenty bushels of potatoes each, besides 
garden vegetables. All crops and gardens 
loook well and are well advanced. Miners 
are not doing much on the river this season 
aud one or two who are there think of com- 

ing away. One ison the way in now with 

horses. On Slave river Messrs. Brick and 

Muller met two young Scotch men on the 

way to Peace river ina birch bark canoe. | 
They had passed throngh Edmonton in 

March and so were making slow progress. | 
A. Mackenzie has a twelve horse power | 
engine and small grist mill now on Slave | 
lake on the way to Peace river. This mill | 
will be of great assistance to those who are | 
farming there.
